REPUBLICAN SENATORS IN CAUCUS. 


An Order of Business Arranged---Talking 
About Adjournment. 

WASHINGTON, September 11.—A caucus of 
republican senators was held this morning for 
the purpose of agreeing upon an order of busi- 
ness forthe remainder of this session of con- 
gress. There was a full attendance of sena- 
tors and Mr. Edmunds presided. The caucus 
was in session nearly two hours. Nearly every 
member had a measure, which he deemed of 
sufficient importance to warrant its being 
placed on the order of business. It was de- 
cided, however, to limit the programme to the 
following bills, to be considered in the order 
named, after the report of the conierence 
committee on the land grant forfeiture bill shall 
have been disposed of. 

1. The anti-lottery mail bill. 

2. The bill to repeal the timber culture act. 

3. The bill to establish private land claim 


courts. 
4. The bill for the relief of the supreme

The question of adjournment was discussed 
only incidentally. It was the opinion, as far 
as expressed, that until the tariff bill had been 
finally disposed of the day for adjournment 
could not be intelligently fixed. Outside of 
the caucus the opinion was freely expressed 
that after the tariff bill had been disposed of a

“YOU'RE A DIRTY DOG,” 


Is What Mr. Flick Said to Mr. Cooper in the 
Raum Investigation. 

WASHINGTON, September 11.—Right at the 
beginning of its session this morning, the spe- 
cial house committee investigating the charge 
against Commissioner Raum had the usual 
daily tilt. Mr. Lewis, democratic member. 
rising to a personal question said that he had 
been credibly informed that while-he was en- 
gaged in conversation with Smyser, who was 
-on the stand the other day, the chairman had 
said that his (Lewis’s) conduct was not gentle- 
manly and he wanted a retraction. 

Chairman Morrill said he had no recollec- 
tion of haying made such a remark and Mr. 
Sawyer also denied that it had been made, 
taking occasion at the same time to denounce 
officious outsiders who were seeking to inter- 
meddie and make bad feeling in the com- 
mittee. 

Later in the proceedings while Mr. Cooper 
was upon the witness stand, Representative 

lick, who took Smyser’s place, sharply quer- 
ied: *‘You know you are on oath, don’t 
you?”’ 

Mr. Cooper resented the implication con- 
veyed by this question, and Mr. Flick con- 
tinued: 

“You have sworna moment agothat you 
could take those books and sustain these 
charges.”’ 

Mr. Cooper—I said I believed it. That sug- 
gestion of yours was ungentlemanly, cowardly 
and mean. 

Mr. Flick—I submit that you are a dirty 
dog. 

Mr. Lewis became involved in this quarrel 
also by endeavoring tohelp Mr. Cooper, and 
Chairman Morrill was for a time unable to re- 
store order. By recess time, however, mutual 
explanations and apologies ware made, and 
the offensive personalities were withdrawn. 

As to the main purpose of the investigation, 
no more witnesses for the prosecution were 
present, and Mr. Cooper was summoned to the 
witness chair by Mr. Raum, who endeavored 
to extract from Mr. Cooper the names of par- 
ties who had given him the information that 
led to the introduction of the investigation 
resolution, but only two were named, one of 
whom was George B. Fleming. Raum said 
he wasa discharged pension office employe

@rticles that had been published.

COLD COMFORT FOR PATRIOTS 


Who Went all the Way From North Car- 
olina to See Harrison. 

Ra.veiGu, N. C., September11.—[Special].]— 
The negro state convention, held here last 
month, appointed a committee of the influen- 
tial negroes to go to Washington and lay be- 
fore the president the grievances of North Car- 
olina negroes, and state- that they were over- 
riden by white republican bosses, who gave them 
no positions. Tbe removal of these bosses from 
office was to be asked for, and the demands 
of the negro for recognition in the distribu- 
tion of patronage were to be plainly laid be- 
fore the president. The committee went to 
Washington amd has returned. One of its 
members says the president treated the com- 
mittee very kindly, but that his manner and 
words showed that he had been informed of a 
resolution which was before the convention, 
but which was modified before it was 
adopted. The original resolution stated that 
the president had erred in his ap- 

ntments in North Carolina, and also 
n ignoring the negroes. It was evident that 
some white republicans had sent the president 
a copy of the originai resolution. pres- 
ident told the committee he was sorry such 
a state of affairs, as it is reported, existed in 
North Carolina, but that he did not see how 
he could change it.

AS DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATE FOR 
GOFERNOR OF SOUTH CAROLINA. 


THE OLD PARTY REMAINS INTACT, 


The Full State Ticket Nominated—The Plat- 
form Adopted by the Convention—Re- 
forms Demanded of Government. 


Cotumbia, S&S. C., September 11,—The 
democratic stare convention adjourned this 
morning at 6:30 o'clock, after completing the 
state ticket, which is as follows: Governor, 
B. R. Tillman; lieutenant governor, E. B. 
Gary; secretary of state, J. E. Tindall; at- 
torney general, H. B. Pope; treasurer, W. T. 
C. Bates; superintendent of education, W.. D. 
Maytie'd; comptroller general, W. H. Eb 
lerbe; adjutant general, H. L. Farley. The 
platform is as follows: 

The democratic party of South Carolina in. 

assembled, hereby reafiirms the 
and principles of the national 
and state democratic party, particularly 
favoring the free aud unlimited coinage 
of silver, ipcrease of the currency and repeal of 
the internal revenu® syctem. We denounce the 
MeNinley tariff bill as anjust to producers of raw 
material and the consumers of the country, and 
especially do we condemn the unnecessery and 
burdensome increase in the tax on cotton ties and 
tin commodities, largely used by the poorer por- 
tion of our people. The passage of this bill b 
congress will encourage trusts, combines an‘ 
monopolies, evils which have 80 long oppressed 
the people. 

We denounce the Lodge force bill as iniquitous, 
emanating from minds whose nefarious purpose 18 
to establish the supremacy of ignorance over in- 
telligence in the southern states, thereby engend- 
ering race antagonism and sectional animosty. 

1. We condemn the action of Speaker Reed and 
his followers as a tyrannical and flagrant degrada- 
tion of a position intended only fora true patriot 
and statesman. 

2. We demand the enactment of laws that will 
remove the burdens of the people and relieve ex-

3. We demand the abolition of national banks 
and that legal tender treasury notes be issued in 
lieu of national bank notes in sufficient volume 
to do the business of the country ona cash sys- 
tem,.and that all money issued by the govern- 
ment shall be legal tender in the payment of all 
debts, both public and private. 

4. We demand that conzress pass such lews as 
shall effectually prevent dealing in futures of al 
agricultural productions, prescribing such strin- 
gent nethods of procedure in trials as shall secure 
prompt conviction. 

5. We demand that congress shall provide for 
he taxation of incomes of individuals and the 
surplus of corporations, thereby equalizing the 
burdens of the poorer classes. 

6. Wedemand that our state legislature shall 
abolish the board of agriculture; that the privi- 
lege tax on fertilizers, and everything appertain- 
ing to agriculture orimechanics, or industrial edu- 
cation, including agricultural stations, be placed 
in charge of the trustees of the Clemson Agricul- 
tural college, and upon said trustees shall devolve 
all duties now performed by the present board of 
agriculture, except the control of state phosphate 
interests. 

7. We demand that the South Carolina college 
at Columbia shall be liberally supported as a 
classical and literary department of the South 
Carojina university. 

8 We demand that school districts in the 
various counties of the state shall be, as nearly as 
practicable, square, and of an area sufficient to 
allow one white and one colored free school, separ- 
ate and distinct, in each district; and that the 
echool trustees be elected by the people. 

9, We demand rigid economy in public expen- 
ditures; the abolition.of useless offices; a reduc- 
tion of salaries and fees of all officers, state and 
county, to conform to the increased purchasing 
power of money and decreased ability of the peo- 
ple to pay taxes; that public officers be paid in 
proportion to their labor and responsibility. 

10. We demand that the railroad commission 
Shall be given all the power needed to protect the 
rights and interests of the people without injury 
tothe railroads, and that the commissioners be 
elected by the people. 

11. We demand that there shall be a survey of 
the state’s phosphate beds, and their classification 
into three grades,and that a commission, com- 
posed of the governor, comptrolier general and 
atterney general, shall control and direct the min- 
ing, under rigid rules, each riycr or phosphate 
district being leased at public auction for the 
term of three years,after the commission has fixed 
a minimum royalty according to the value, as 
shown by their survey. 

12. We demand that a constitutional convention 
be called to give us an organic law, framed by our 
own pep m. We believe the present law to be a 
standing menace to our civilization and to our 
educational institutions, and that we cannot ob- 
tain any great relief from our burdensome taxes 
till this is done,and we have lost faith in the 

ower toamend the present constitution so that 
t will answer the requirements. 

13. We rely upon the sense of justice and en- 
lightened self-interest of our fellow-citizens to 
enforce these demands, and we Call upon and in- 
vite every citizen who has the interest of his state 
at heart to assist us in enforcing these needed re- 
forms. We condemn any mg either by word, 
deed orunholy ailiance with the enemy, to dis- 
rupt the democratic party of this state. White 
supremacy is the bulwark of our civilization, and 
can only be secured by democratic unity.

The reports from the third, fifth, sixth, 
seventh, feighth, ninth and tenth districts 
were all encouraging, and the committeemen 
express the utmost confidence in the 
result. The second and fourth are 
the only districts in which nominations 
have not been made by the democrats, and the 
convention for the former meets at Suffolk on 
the 24th, and forthe latter at Petersburg a 
day or twolater. Thereis some division in 
sentiment as to whether there should bea 
nominationin the second. What will be done 
in the fourth depends largely upon the de- 
cision reached in the Langston-Venable con- 
test. If the former is seated it is not believed 
that Mr. Venable will run again, and there 
would hardly be any other nomination. Mr.

THE PARTIES COMBINE, 


The Republicans, Democrats and Farmers’ 
Alliance Come Together. 


RALEIGH, N. C., September 11.—[Special.]— 
Always heretofore the North Carolina demo- 
crats and republicans have kept their party 
lines drawn with exceeding sharpness, par- 
ticularly in negro counties, but a step has now 
been taken which marks a new departure. 
This is a compromise made by the democrats 
and republicans in Halifax county, which is 
one of the chief negro counties. By the terms 
of this.there is to be only one set of candidates. 
The democrats are to noininate the sheriff and 
treasurer, the republicans, clerk, registrar 
of deeds,surveyor and coroner,the Farmers’ Al- 
liance the legislative candidatas. The Farm- 
ers’ Alliance engineered this agreement. It 
is made to prevent an acrimonious debate.

CHARLEsTON, 8. C., September 11.—{Spe- 
cial.}—The Afro-American Farmers’ Alliahce 
is following the footsteps of his white brother, 
and is going into politics. The first develop- 
ment of this occurred today, when the tivorst § 
lican convention split into two factions. One 
of these is pledged to nominate Dr. W. D. 
Crum, a rather intelligent colored man, for 
congress from the first district. The other 
will nominate W. A. Grant, a rich colored 
butcher, whois also president of the colored 
alliance, and has been measured up by the 
alliance yard stick, like his white brethren. 
He favors the subtreasury and the force bill. 
The democratic candidate is Colonel W. H. 
Bradley, a prominent criminal attorney, who 
beat H. A. Metz, the alliance candidate, in 
the recent. democratic convention. Grant is 
backed by Brayton, the state chairman, and 
Charles Minart, a rich barkeeper, in this city. 
He will get the colored alliance vote, he 
says, if he bas to run as an independent.

COMMITTEE OF THE CENTRAL MEN 


Call Upon Mr. Depew, But He Informed the 
Strikers That Their Places Had Been 


Filled and He Could do Nothing. 


New York, September 11.—A committee 
of five of the employes of the New York 
Central railway, who went out on the strike, 
called on President Depew at the Grand Cen- 
tral depot today. They were headed by 
Thomas Balloney, an old freight conductor, 
and Gaffney, another striker, acted as spokes- 
man. The. following conversation between 
Mr. Depew and Mr. Gaffney followed: 

Gaffney—We have come to talk over the 
strike on the New York Central road. 

Depew—I am afraid there is nothing to talk 
about. The strike is virtually over now. 

Gaffney—The strike is not over, because the 
men on the road, who are members of labor or- 
ganizations have quit work and are now out. 

Depew—They have chosen to resign their 
positions, Mr. Webb, who was managing the 
road in my absence, took new men in their 
places when they quit work. His action has 
been sustained by the executive board of man- 
agement of the road. The places of those men 
have now been filled and that’s the end of it. 

Mr. Gaffney then asked Mr. Depew to wait 


until the committee had discussed the matter 


and said they would then return and make 
their proposition to him. 

Mr. Depew replied: ‘“‘There is no use in 
making false promises to you, Thereis noth- 
ing more to be done. Ido notcareto talk over 
back numbers. You have chosen to resign your 
places. Mr. Webb has filled them and I have 
nothing more to say.”’ 

The committee thenfleft the office. 


THE SOUTHAMPTON STRIKE. 


Burns and Other Leaders Advise the Men 
to Return to Work. 

SouTHAMPTON, September 11.—In an inter- 
view after the conference one of the dock- 
men’s leaders, named McCarthy, said that the 
fact that the strike had been begun without 
the authority of the London executive, pre- 
cluded the hope of success. The dockers had 
been warned against precipitate action, but 
they chose to disregard that advice. The ex- 
ecutive had telegraphed that no strike pay 
would be sent tothe striking dockmen, and 
that if they continued the strike they must 
rely upon local aid. McCarthy strongly con- 
demned the Southampton union for acting 
. against the advice of the executive. 

John Burns has arrived here from London 
with further instructions from the executive 
regarding tle handling of the strike. The de- 
cision of the conference to resume work is 
fiercely opposed by a strong minority of the 
strikers, and the final decision has been post- 
poned until tomorrow. The concession means 
the rise of a penny an hour. The question of 
employing non-union men is left open. The 
dock company has managed to have all per- 
ishable cargoes unloaded. This and other 
work that was urgently necessary has been 
done 
the 

The German steamer California, from Ham- 
burg for New York, which put back here a 
week ago with three of hor propeller blades 
gone, completed her repairs today and pro- 
ceeded on her voyage. 

Troops are still in attendance at the docks, 
but their services are not needed. 

Ata mass meeting of strikers tonight, Mc- 
Carthy and other speakers emphasized the 
fact that the men were now able to resume 
work without being subjected to any punish- 
ment, and that their return would not involve 
a loss of dignity or prestige on the part of the 
union. It would be an act of folly, the 
speakers held, for the men to continue to 
throw themselves against cold steel. It was 
better to lose a small battle now than a greater 
one hereafter. Itis expected that the intlu- 
ence of Burns will smooth away the irritation 
that still exists, and secure the return of all 
the men.

The Captain of the Acapulco Makes a State- 
ment About the Affair.

THE IDENTITY OF A CORPSE. 


| The Mother of a Missing Girl Fails to Reo- 
ognize the Corpse Sent Her. 

Montcomery, Ala., September 11.—[Spe- 
cial.|—About two weeks ago, a pretty young 
girl, who gaye her name as Minnie Taylor, 
stopped at a private boarding house on North 
Perry street in this city. She acted strangely 
aad suspiciously, and left in a day or two, 
mysteriously, leaving her trunk containing 
her clothing behind. Three or four days aft- 
erwards, 2 young woman was found dead ip 
her bed at the Madison house, having taker 
an overdose of morphine. Her remains, while 
at the undertaker's establishment, were recog: 
nized by friends of the family as those of Min- 
nie Bargainer, of Fort Deposit, a small village 
thirty-five milessouth of Montgomery. The 
remains were shipped to Fort Deposit, at the 
request of the family. Today Mrs. Bargainer, 
the mother of Minnie Bargainer, came to 
Montgomery and called on Chief of Police 
Gerald and created a sensation in 
police circles by declaring that the 
remains of the young woman shipped 
to Fort Deposit were not those of her dau hiter. 
She said she had examined the body for a birth. 
mark, which she failed to find, and that she 
did not recognize a single feature of the dead 
woman, and besides she was a great deal older 
thar her daughter, who she declared positively 
was only fifteen years old, while the deceased 
looked to be at least twenty, if not older. She 
did not even recognize the purse of the des 
ceased found in herbed. She, however, recog- 
nized the clothing found in the trunk left at 
the owe Street private boarding house ag 
those of her daughter. 

Now the question is, was the woman found 
dead in her room atthe Madison house the 
same woman who left the Perry street private 
wee ay Ssoce mysteriously? If not, where ig 
Minnie Bargainerand who te the woman found 
dead? The police are investigating. 


WYOMING'S FIRST ELECTION. 


Both Parties Claim the State—Returns Are 
Slow In Coming In. 


CHEYENNE, Wyoming, September 11.— 
The first state election in Wyoming 
came off today. The utmost enthusiasm wag 
shown by both political parties, but it is doubt 
ful if the vote will be large. The Australian 
ballot system was introduced the first time, 
and with the registration system. Until 
within a few days it was understood that the 
law contained a clause—that when through 
the absence or illness anybody failed to rezig- 
ter, they would be permitted to swear in their 
vote on election day. Although a clause ta 
this effect passed both houses of the last legis- 
lature, and appears in both journals, for some 
reason it fails to appear in the enrolled copy of 
the law, or in the printed copy. 

This omission disfranchised a very large 
number of yoters. In 1888 the total vote cast- 
was 18,003. Carey, republican, for delegatein 
congress, received a majority of 2,292. At this 
hour, 10 o’clock p. m., it is very difficult totell 
much about the result. Some of the precincts 
are over 150 miles from the county seat, and 
comparatively little can be heard from them. 
The republicans claim the state by 1,500, while 
the democrats claim it by from ‘.0 to 1,500. 
This is on the governorship. The belief here 
is that the republicans stand a better chance of 
securing the legislative ticket than the goy- 
ernor. 
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CHEATING LIFE COMPANIES. 


Another Corpse Trust Case Found igs 
Charleston. 


CHARLEsTON, S. C., September 11.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—Another corpse trust case, similar te 
that of the celebrated Bond case was brought 
to light here today im.the-.arrest of Max Gell- 
horn, an 6x-agent of the Homo Friendly In- 
surance Society, of Baltimore. Gelihorn wag 
discharged from the Home Friendly, and took 
theagency of the Globe, of Baltimore. Re- 
cently suspicion was attached to Gelhorn 
of irregularities while he was with the Home 
Friendly Society. Mr. B. L. Talley, the vice 
president of the society, came to the city to 
work the matter up. He soon found that the 
suspicions were correct, and that Gellhorn had 
been guilty of some serious crimes. Gellhorn, 
as the agent of the Home Friendly Company, — 
had deliberately cheated and defrauded the 
company by means of fraudulent claims and 
forged medical certificates. He had collected 
quite an amount of money. Charlotte A. 
Wyles had been reported dead, and money 
collected on her policy by this man. Mr. Tal- 
ley investigated this case, and found that if 
Charlotte was a corpse, she wasa mighty lively 
one. Several other alleged corpses were un- 
earthed. Gellhorn had, by forgeries, made 
the company believe that he was the relative 
of these parties as far as collecting their in- 
surance was concerned. The amount thus 
collected is not known. 

Gellhorn was before a justice today, and 
agreed torefund the stolen money and leay¢é 
the city.

THE ASSAILANT OF MES. TAYLOR 
CONVICTED. 


The Story of the Assault on Mrs. Taylor— 
The Pursuit of the Criminals— 


The Lynching Party. 


LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., September 11.—[Spe- 
cial.|—Thie jury in the case of the state vs. 
Lon Duniap, Andrew J. Speer and Tom Har- 
vey, persons of color, charged with rape, re- 
turned a verdict of guilty asto Lon Dunlap, 
with recommendation to mercy. 

On the person of Mrs. John Taylor this crime 
was committed May the 29th, and the excite- 
ment which prevailed at the time is familiar to 
the readers of THE CONSTITUTION. 

THE ARREST OF THE PRISONERS. 

The citizens scoured the country at the time 
and arrested several negroes, who were carried 
before Mrs. Taylor for identification. Among 
these were three negroes in the employ of the 
Richmond and Danville railroad, who had a 
close call on their way here to juil. It was 
noised abroad that these negroes were the 
right parties and that they had been identified, 
the consequence of which was that a large 
body of citizens held up the train 
between this place and Suwanee 
with the purpose of giving them a short and 
speedy trip into the next world. The lynchers 
adopted a very novel scheme by which they 
might hold up the trian, which was very suc- 
cessful, indeed. About the time the train 
was due, every man hied himself toward the 
woods, except a few, where they laid con- 
cealed until they got orders from those left at 
the railroad. The party on the road waited 
until they saw the train nearing the place 
with the prisoners on board. When the train 
came in sight it was waved down, the en- 
ginecr not thinking that anything was wrong. 

THE SIGNAL GIVEN. 

The party boarded the train and gave 
a signal to those concealed in. the 
woods to come forward. The conductor, seeing 
a hundred or more people rising as if from the 
ground, was not long to realize the situation, 
and before any of the party from the woods 
could reach the train the engineer with his 
engine was going headlong towards Lawrence- 
ville. but he was minus the coaches. Some 
fellow had uncoupled the cars. Everything 
looked gloomy then for the prisoners. They 
were aiready seized upon and were about to be 
carried out of the cars when the sheriff anda 
number of others interceded in their behalf 
and saved their necks by stating that absolute 
proof could be had toestablish their innocence, 
which statement, upon investigation, was 
found to be true. 

OTHER PERSONS CAUGHT. 

There were several other parties carried be- 
fore the lady who partly filled the description 
she gave ofthem, but she recognized none 
until Lon Dunlap, the negro found guilty to- 
day, was arrested. He was carried before her 
and she said he looked like one of them. The 
negro confessed the whole affair, telling every- 
thing connected with the crime, which was 
corrorborated in many particulars by the sur- 
rounding circumstances. In his confession he 
charged Tom Harvey and Andrew J. Speer as 
being the other two parties to the assault, 
whose trial will come off tomorrow, 

Since his confinement in jail, however, he 
denies the trath of his confession, and says it 
was obtained from him atthe point of shot- 
guns and pistols. 

The counsel for the defense will make a 
motion for a new trial. 


THE NEGRO ON TRIAL 


For the Murder of Two White Men Last 
Week. 

Rome, Ga., September 11.—[{Special.]—The 
case of the state vs. Berry Stocks was called 
for trial this morning by Justice Treadaway.

As one name wilil serve as well as another, I 
shall call the gentleman whose experience I 
give below by the cognomen of Hilton—which 
is one of his patronymics, if not the first or last 
of the three by which he was christened.

“} aman American by birth; I have rela- 
tives now livingin Savannah and some in 
Colorado City; also, a distant cousin who re- 
sides near Roan mountain in North Carolina.

During this 
time I used frequently to help my English 
friend with his tasks in order that we 
might the sooner go off on some 
frolic through the British quarter or even 
penetrate into the narrow streets where the 
Celestials thronged in thousands. It so came to 
ss that before the Clipper had completed 
er loading I had determined to remain 
in China. I was offered a stbordinate position 
in the English firm at the same desk with my 
chum, and the senior himself went to 
the captain of the New York. Clipper 
and begged my release from my articles. I 
had no inclination for the sea, with its hard- 
ships, rough fare and rude company. I was 
released and entered upon a mercantile career. 
Only twice in thirty-three years have I visited 
my native land; the first time in ’68, and then 
Atlanta was a wretched collection of brick 
and wooden stores and residences, and again 
this time, when I find the ugly town of ’68 
grown into the splendid metropolis of 
890. The change is beyond belief 
almost; and if we were to go 
ahead in that fashion in. China

tion—well, I doubt if the planet could hold us. 
But to my story, now thatI have cleared 
away all preliminaries. I stayed with the firm 
of Liushlight & Godwin for twenty-two years, 
and with my chum, Robert Brent, rose to the 
next highest offices in the confidence of our 
Liverpool masters, Then having accumulated 
= a snug sum during the days of the Tai- 
ing rebellion, Brent and I began exporting on 
our own account, and we are still at it.” 
@**When do you expect to return to China?’ 
“Well,” and the man hesitated, ‘‘I have 
led a very lonely life over there, and—and—if 
& Certain lady, no longer young, but my junior 
by at least twelve years, will consent to go 
back with me I will leave from Cleveland, 
.,0n New Year’s day, ’91. She is a distant 
cousin of mine and I knew her as a baby only, 
until I again saw her in ’68, even then a very 
little girl. But we have corresponded, and—

i Ta your pardon,”’ I said, ‘‘I didn’t mean 
“Oh! that’s all right, sir. Well, Brent and 
I, taking it big and large, succeeded fairly 
well formen of small capital. Our perfect 
knowledge of the country and language, and 
our relations, the growth of many years with 
merchants up the river, gave usan advantage 
Which few firms possessed. and not a small 
share of our income was derived from indirect 
commissions which came to us fromm even rival 
tTms. We could not*operate largely but we 
did, and are doing a safe business. We 
have lived and prospered, thank God, 
While many powerful houses have 
Zone down in those frequent and _ irreg- 
ular panics which overtake the trade 
in China.

possibie to realize by verbal description, we 
finally made our way threugh and began our 
long journey in earnest. 

“The details of the trip I need not give you. 
We rapidly ascended theriver, stopping at 
times to shoot, to seek the information we 
needed, and at times at numberless large cities 
which stud the bauks of that mighty stream to 
make contracts for tea for immediate or future 
delivery. <As often as I could I remitted my | 
partner an account of our proceedings. 

‘Up to the time when we had begun to pen- 
etrate far into the interior into regions wilder, 
and as yet barely known, save to explorers anid | 
missionaries, our rather sullen crew had given 
no overt sign of insubordination. Irepeatedly | 
cautioned Jones, my Welshman, against thei, 
but he, like most Britishers, was reckless and + 
despised the ‘beggars’ too mach to fast his | 
head about thein. But I was not at all at | 
ase, and never, waking or sleeping, did I 
leave my Winchester ritle and revolvers out 
of arm’s reach.

LI<lismissed him arid thought over 
the situation carefully as I put all our weapons 
in good order, especially Jones’s, who had left 
his arms in a most unfit shape.

The action of Clayton’s and Cobb’s 
delegates to the senatorial convention, in 
withdrawing and nominating a candidate 
for senator in open violence to the rules 
governing not only the deliberations of 
such conventions, but the course of 
democratic organization, should not re- 
ceive the approval of the democrats of 
the district. 

Let us briefly review the situation: 
entitled to two votes in 


Clayton was 
Cobb four and Fulton 


the convention, 
six. 

There were two candidates for the 
senatorial nomination: Messrs. Venable, 
of Fulton, and Todd, of Clayton. 

From both Clayton and Fulton coun- 
contesting delegations. 
In Clayton, Mr. Todd had carried the 
regular primary without opposition, but 
an unauthorized mass meeting had chosen 
another delegation. In Fulton, six dele- 
gates to the senatorial convention were 
chosen in July last, at a mass meeting 
delegates to the state 
democratic convention, and to choose a 
new county executive committee.”” The 
call was plain and unmistakable, and 
when the point was raised that the 
mass meeting had exceeded its authority 
delegates to the senatorial 
convention, four of the six delegates 
thus selected promptly requested the 
democratic executive committee to remove 
any doubt as to the title of Fulton’s 
delegates to a seat in the convention, 
by submitting the matter to a primary 
election. These delegates were unwilling 
to serve with their title questioned, and 
when it appeared that the mass meeting 
which chose them had been called spe- 
cifically for another purpose, they asked 
to have the matter settled by a primary 
election at which everybody would have 
a full and free opportunity to vote. 

A primary was accordingly fixed for 
the 19th of August, and, after a month’s 
notice, delegates favoring Hon. W. H. 
Venable were elected with practically no 
opposition. It was a full, fair. and free 
primary, and voiced the sentiment of 
the county. 

But Mr. Taliaferro, one of the six 
mass meeting delegates, refused to yield, 
claiming that he had been duly chosen, 
and that the executive committee had no 
right to order a primary after the mass 
meeting had acted. He held that the 
authority of the mass meeting was abso- 
lute, and that the purposes for which it 
was called did not restrict its action. 

The senatorial convention assembled 
and the first step of the chairman was 
to call for the credentials. 

Clayton responded with two sets of 
delegates—one favoring Mr. Todd, having 
the credentials of the democratic execu- 
tive committee of the county, and the 
other the certificate of the chairman of 


ties there were 


called ‘‘to select 


in selecting 


the mass meeting by which they were 


chosen. 

There was no question about the cre- 
dentials of Cobb’s four delegates. - 

Fulton presented the credentials of the 
six delegates chosen by the primary, duly 
signed by the officers of the democratic 
executive committee. 

Mr. Taliaferro demanded the right to 
cast Fulton’s vote, but when asked for 
his credentials responded that he had 
none. The chairman of the mass-meeting 
had refused to give him credentials, in 
the face of the primary. 

The chairman of the convention very 
properly ruled that only those bearing 
the duly authorized credentials of the 
party organization could participate in 
the temporary organization of the conven- 
tion. 

After 1613 ballots for temporary chair 
man, the vote being six and six, Clayton 
and Cobb withdrew, declared Mr. Talia- 
ferro entitled to vote for Fulton, and by 
his vote nominated Mr. Todd. The 
reguiar convention, after protesting against 
the bolt and urging the delegates to re- 
turn, then declared for Mr. Venable, 

As matters now stand there is no doubt 
about Mr. Venable’s having the prestige 
of party organization behind his race, 
and if the bolting delegates insist in their 
wpwise and unwarrantable action it will] 
imsere Mr. Venable’s_ election by an 
overwhelming majority. 

The right thing for them to do is to 
reconsider their hasty action and proceed 
in regular order with the work of the 
convention. For the sake of harmony 
this opportunity has been given them. 
They should not persist in their folly 
bni should return to their trust. 

It may be-that further balloting would 
be fruitless; that on every question a tie 
would occur, and that the eonvention would 
sit until the regular election, So. be it— 
then neither side could be charged with 
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‘either of them bolting the party to do | 
SO. 

Tre Constitution's sole interest in the 
matter is the interest of the party. It is 
not a question of Venable or Todd, but 
of party organization, which must be 
maintained. 

It must be remembered that for 1613 
ballots the Cobb and Clayton delegates 
participated in the attempt to organize 
the convention, after having duly pre- 
sented their credentials, After temporary 
organization had been effected Mr. Talia- 
ferro’s claims would have been in order, 
for investigation and discussion, but not 
until then, 

The bolting delegates virtually admit 
that their action is unwarranted, in hay- 
ing participated in the effort to organize, 
until, finding that they could not carry 
their point by regular methods, they left 
the convention and proceeded on an in- 
dependent plan. 

This will not do, nor will it be ap- 
proved by the people. 


He Will Be Missed. 

In the death of Dr. E. J. Roach, Atlanta 
loses one of her best citizens, the medical 
profession one of its brighest ornaments, 
and a sorrowing family one whose place 
can never be supplied. 

When Dr. Roach left his Maryland home 
and settled in Atlanta, early in the 'fifties, 
he identified himself with the young city, 
and with rare public spirit devoted himself 
to her best interests. His merits were 
soon recognized. He was many times 
called to municipal offices, and served a 
termin the legislature. His eighteen years’ 
service as a member of the board of educa- 
tion greatly advanced our public schools, 
and his record in this cause will not soon be 
forgotten. He made a reputation in the 
war as a regimental, brigade and division 
surgeon, and also by his efficient hospital 
management, 

The death of such a man in his prime 
comes upon the community witha shock. 
As a citizen, asa physician, and as a Chris- 
tian gentleman whose love for his family 
and friends, and good will towards his fel- 
lowmen made the world better and brighter, 
he will be sincerely mourned and gratefully 
remembered. 

The heartfelt sympathy of the community 
will be with the bereaved family and the 


sorrowing friends in their hour of affliction.

Different Views of Maine. 

Some of our democratic contemporaries 
regard the recent Maine campaign from dif- 
ferent points of view. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer believes that the 
election is full of significance. It holds 
that the result proves Mr. Blaine to be still 
the master mind in his party, and vindicates 
the wisdom of his policy in opposing the 
McKinley tariff and the force bill. Speaker 
Reed only benefits incidentally by the situa- 
tion. The increased republican vote is not 
atribute to him, but to another—to the 
amended policy of the party. The En- 
quirer predicts that Mr. Blaine will dictate 
the platform and the nominations fn 1892. 

On the other hand, the St. Louis Repub- 
lie says that the Maine election is a repudia- 
tion of the policy proposed by moderate 
republicans, and athorough going endorse- 
ment of the most extreme radicals. Boodle 
played an active part in the campaign, and 
the republican plutocrats will adopt the 
same methods in the November states. 

Itisa mistake to exaggerate the import- 
ance of the result in Maine. The demo- 
crats in that state felt from the start that 
they had hardy a fighting chance. They 
anticipated defeat, and worked without 
hope. The republicans concentrated their 
boodle and energy uponthis election. They 
did not repudiate Mr. Blaine nor Speaker 
Reed. They swallowed the inconsistent 
policies of their two leaders, pocketed the 
money shoved at them, and rolled up a big 
majority. . 

If there is any significance inthe business 
itis that the republicans propose to rely 
upon boodle and bulldozing whenever there 
is anything to be gained by such methods. 


A Great New Englander, 


In a recent book published about Emerson 
by an amateur reporter, the New England 
sage and lover of pie is quoted as making 
some derogatory remarks concerning the 
character of Daniel Webster. According to 
the amateur reporter, Mr. Emerson regarded 
Webster as a very earthly being, a very 
coarse creature, with his feet in the clay—a 
man who would not hitch his wagon toa 
sky rocket, much less to a shooting star. 

The report of Mr. Emerson’s remarks 
calls ont. Mr. George Ticknor Curtis, the 
biographer of Webster, who seems to be per- 
fectly willing to lay rude hands on the New 
England literary idol. Mr. Curtis remarks 
that Daniel Webster was all cleanness and 
simplicity in writing, speaking, thinking 
and reasoning, on account of which the 
transcendentalism of Emerson was as far re- 
moved from his own comprehension as any 
writings or sayings could be. 

There is nothing more curious or more 
provincial than the attitude of a certain 
New England school toward Dantel Webs 
ster. It is the attitude of afew narrow- 
minded abolitionists toward a great Amer} 
ican who gave a new interpretation to the 
republic, and a n®w and lasting impulse to 
that union sentiment which is beyond and 
above sectionalism, and as broad as the 
country itself. And it is not so curious 
after all, for there could be nothing in com- 
mon between the man who was for the 
union first, last and all the time, and those 
who were ready to ‘sacrifice the union to an 
argument. The attitude of the abolitionists 
toward Daniel Webster has a parallel, to 
some extent, in their conception of-the char- 
acter of Abraham Lincoln. 

We are of the opinion, however, that 
Judge Curtis takes the matter too seriously. 
Mr. Emerson was altogether too much in 
the air to entertain any great prejudice 
against Webster, and it is unfair to both to 
treat as authoritative a skim-milk report of 
Emerson’s remarks. What the New Eng- 
land sage said of the New England states- 
man is not at all important, jut whatever 
criticism he did make must haye been put 
more concisely and aptly than that which is 
credited to him by the later Boswell, «whose 
name we have forgotten. 

But the fact that the greatest and mos 
powerful statesman New England has ever 
produced—the man whose eloquence and in- 


platform on which Lincoln stood—the fact 
that such a man should have to be defended 
by another New Englander is interesting 
enough to make a note of. 


Inefficient Management. 

The Richmond and Danville road is one 
of the best lines in the south, but it is badly 
managed. 

The trouble is that the general manager 
is too far away from the road. Itis a pity 
to see such a valuable property as this 
getting into such acondition. It is a road 
of very large earning capacity, yet the ex- 
penses keep close up with the earnings. It 
is not as popular as it ought to be, because 
those who live along the line do not know 
to whom to appeal for information or re- 
dress. 

If you ask one of its offieers his name he 
has to refer the question first to Richmond, 
then itis referred to Washington, and finally 
to New York, and he may let you know, or 
not, ina week or ten days. 

The road needs seriously a conveniently 
located officer, well posted in railroad man- 
agement, with full power to act. He ought 
to be where he can learn and see what is 
going on, where he can talk to the patrons 
of the road, take complaints, make sugges- 
tions to division superintendents, and do a 
thousand and one things daily that are now 
left undone. 

The road has competent men. Colonel 
Berkeley would fill the bill if his powers 
were enlarged, and if he was told to put the 
whole line in the same fix his division is 
now in, there would be no ‘su¢h foolishness 
as is now carried on in North Carolina and 
on the Georgia Pacific. Mr. Berkeley and 
Mr. ‘Mec€lesky have shown what they cando 
in their excellent management of this end. 

What the Richmond and Danville needs 
is a general manager on the line, with power 
to fix the roadbed, and trestles, and bridges, 
so they will hold the large engines and 
heavy cars, and long trains of freight, and 
who will have the nerve and judgment to 
weed out the incompetent and careless men 
and officers along the line, and put in their 
place first-class railroad men, whose chief 
pride will be to improve and build up the 
system. 

The sooner this warning is heeded, the 
sooner will there be some showing for the 
stockholders. 


The Ostrich Act. 

The republican attitude toward the Quay- 
Kennedy business is peculiar, to say the 
least. The Globe-Democrat is a very fair, 
and a very respectable republican paper, and 
manages to hit the sentiments of the average 
western republicans. It is opposed to the 
force bill and in fayor of reciprocity, but on 
all other questions is generally orthodox, 
Commenting on the recent sensational epi- 
sode in the house, it says that ‘‘if the presid- 
ing officer of the house, Mr. Burrows, had 
called Mr. Kennedy to order at the begin- 
ning of his offensive speech, he would have 
prevented the, worst scandal of the session.’’

What is the scandal from the republican 
point of view? Not that Quay absolutely 
refuses to notice these charges against his 
character—not that the leader of the 
republican party dare not deny that 
he is, as Kennedy says, a ‘‘branded 
felon’’—but that the matter should have 
been alluded to in the house, or, having 
been alluded to, that the allusions should 
appear in the Record. 3 

This is the celebrated ostrich performance 
on a very much larger scale than it has ever 
before been attempted in this country. The 
charges made by Kennedy on the floor of the ' 
house, with the connivance of the presiding 4 
officer and the rest of the republicans, were 
stenographically reported, and have appeared 
in every newspaper in the country; but, ac- 
cording to the republican idea, if the Ken- 
nedy speech fails to appear in the Record it 
must follow, not only that the charges were 
never made on the floor. of the house, but 
that Quay himself is an innocent man. 

It should be observed that the situation is 
a very charming one. The ostrich that 
runs its head into the: sand, leaving its 
hinder parts exposed to the blue vaults of 
heaven, is nowhere by the side of the party 
that makes a pretense of morality.

ORIGIN OF THE SUIT. 

More than a year ago Wyly & Greene failed 
in business. 

They had placed a mortgage with the Lowry 
Banking Company, as they claim, prior to 
the failure, covering.a large amount of their 
indebtedness. The mortgage was filed and 
recorded in November, 1887, and was renewed 
from month to month for seventeen months. 

At the time of the failure, some of the 
creditors claim that the mortgage was ro- 
recorded 

JUST ONE HOUR 


before the other creditors had a chance to file 
their petition. 

The Lowry Banking Company claims that 
the firm of Wyly & Greene owed the bank 
about $27,000 at the time of the failure. After 
the failure, when about $8,000 of that sum had 
been paid, the assets of the firm were given to 
the receiver, and it was found that the bank 
was still out $19,000, of which $1,900 was at- 
torney’s fees, 

But there were $13,000 still in the bank, and 
the other creditors became impatient. 

THE FIRST PETITION, 
in behalf of the other creditors, was filed by 
Abbott & Smith, representing Bernheim 
Bros. & Uri, on April 5, 1889, one hour after 
the Lowry mortgage was recorded. 

Afterwards, W. R. Brown, Hammond & 
Hammond and Hopkins & Son joinedin an 
attack on the validity of the eee e. 

This brought about the suit, w ich is now 
pending. 

HOW THEY STAND, 

The case has been on trial for six days, and 
will probably go to the jury today. 

The matter stands thus: 

Bernheim Bros. & Uri vs. Wyly & Greene. 

Abbott & Smith represent the plaintiffs in 
the first case, with W. R. Brown, Hammond & 
Hammond and Hopkins & Son on the 
amended petition. | 

Jackson & Jackson represent Wyly & 
Greene. 

Candler, Thompson & Candler and Julius 
Brown represent the Lowry Banking Company, 
which is, in one sense of the word, a defend- 
ant, because this corporation is interested in 
sustaining the validity of the mortgage.

For the Books Close, Imperatively, on the 15th 
of September, for the Registration of 
Voters in the Elections This Year. 


Have you registered? Perhaps you have, 
and 

Perhaps you have not. 

All are not registered who have paid their 
state and county taxes. 

On the other hand, there are a lot of good 
democrats who have not paid their taxes, and 
who are not entitled to vote. This applies to 
the primaries, as well as the general election. 

THE RICE BILL 
provides that each and every taxpayer, who 
desires to cast his vote in any ofthe state or 
county elections, must first be registered. He 
must pay his taxes for the current year before 
he can register. 

The act further provides that he must regis- 
ter his name on a book kept by the tax col- 
lector for that sole purpose. 

In case a man fails to do this, he is noten 
titled to vote in Fulton county. 

Every man who has paid his taxes directly 
to the tax collector for the year 1890, with no 
back taxes hanging over him, is entitled to 
vote. 

All others are prohibited under penalty of 
the law. 

THEY MAKE MISTAKES. 

Quite a number of people make mistakes in 
this matter. 

Some of them send in the money to pay 
their taxes by another party, and conse- 
quently do not receive the stamped receipt. 

Others pay their taxes to the sheriff and, as 
a matter of course, do not receive the stamped 
receipt. 

All defaulters who have failed to pay their 
taxes for previous years are, of course, de- 
barred from voting. 

THE NUMBER REGISTERED. 

There are already about seven thousand 
voters registered with the tax collector. 

But this is hardly half of the voting popula- 
tion of Fulton county. 

There are from 12,000 to 15,000 voters in the 
county—that is, persons who are entitled to 
yote on complying with the law. 

Many of these have already paid their taxes, 
but have not registered, so that they will be 
prohibited from voting in the fall elections, 
unless they come up to the scratch. 

The registration will close on Monday, 
September 15th, for the present year, and all 
who do not register before or by that time will 
not be allowed to vote in the county primaries 
or the general county and stato elections.

THE MACON, DUBLIN 4ND SAVAN- 
NAH IT 18 NOW. 


With a Prospect of Going Right on to 
Savannah—Americus to Jacksonville 
+The South Bound. 


There was filed in the office of the secretary 
of sta tterday, to be recorded, the resolu- 
tions adopted recently by the directors of the 
Macon and Dublin. 


The name is changed to the Macon, Dublin 


and Savannah. The road is to be extended 
from Dublin, in Tattnal county, by the most 
feasible and direct line, through the counties 
of Laurens, Montgomery, Emanuel, Bulloch, 
Tattnal, Bryan and Chatham to or near Sa- 


vannah. 
The work of extension will be pushed rap- 


idly. 
. Americus to Jacksonville. 

A road is projected to run from Americus to 
Jacksonville. | 

The Americus Times says: | 

Those who are interested have let no grass grow 
under their feet, and have about got things in 
shape for the accomplishment of their pet scheme. 
Negotiations are now pending with a corps of 
civil engineers which, if secured, is to make 4 
survey of the proposed route and report as soon 
possible. The projectors of the road have taken a 
map, placed a rule on it and marked a straight 
line from Americus to Jacksonville. Instructions 
will be issued to the engineers to follow that line 

. just as near as itis possible, An application will 
be made to the next general assembly for a char- 
ter for the road. 
The South Bound, 

Ata meeting of the Savannah Construction 
Company, held a few days ago, reports were 
presented by Chief Engineer Wadley and 
General Manager Prown. Mr. Wadley re- 
ported that two preliminary lines had been 
run to Columbia and one to Barnwell, and 
that the engi neering corps is now on 
the line from Blackville to Columbia. All 
the preliminary lines will be completed this 
week. The 100 tons of steel rails recently re- 
ceived will be shipped to theright of way this 
week, and track-laying commenced at the 
Central railroad crossing. The two locomo- 
tives to be used in the work of construction 
will reach here about September 20th, and the 
cars for that service will arrive on October Ist. 
Two new Iccoinotives for the regular business 
of the company have been ordered from the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works. 

The board instructed the chief engineer to 
survey the route from the Central railroad 
crossing to the company’s depot grounds in the 
city. General Manager Brown made a report 
in regard to the action of the authorities of the 
city of Columbia giving rightsof way. He 
also reperted that the people of Allendale had 
increased their subecriptions to $38,000, pro- 
vided the railroad made that place cne of its 
stations. The entire business of the construc- 
tion company is progressing very satisfectorily, 
and the work of building the South Bound is 
being pushed with the greatest energy. 

New Depots. 

Mayor D. W. Simmons, of Cave Spring, 
writes the railroad commission that the depot 
ordered to be built there is completed now. 

Grading is now being done for a new depot 
at Powder Spring, ordered to be put there by 
the commission. The carpenters will start to 
work Monday. 

Important M. and N. G. Extensions. 

The Marietta and North Georgia railroad 
will build a line into Chattanooga very soon, 
going down the Hiawassee and passing down 
near Cleveland. It is the purpose of the pres- 
ent owners to build a road from above Knox- 
ville a short distance on to Bristol. This will 
make the line by this route to New York, via 
Shenandoah Valley, fifty miles shorter than it 
is now. 


DISGUSTED PASSENGERS, 


Who Make a Tour of North Carolina to 
Get to Atlanta. 

The passengers whocamein on the Rich- 
fnond and Danville railroad yesterday were 
loudin their complaints. In fact, all the 
week there has been great dissatisfaction 
among passengers and shippers of freight by 
this route. 

On last Friday there was a very serious acci- 
dent on the Danville division, at the Yadkin 
river bridge. But few people knew the ex- 
tent of it, The regular trainS haye been di- 
verted at Greensboro, and go over the Cape 
Fear and Yadkin Valley to Sanford. N. C., 
then over the Augusta and Raleigh,to Hamlet, 
fe C., and thence over the 
North Carolina Central to Char- 
lotte. Passengers and freight going north 
go over the same route, therefore it is hard to 
find out how much damage has been done, 
and when it will be repaired. 

It is rumored that thirty-six freight cars are 
scattered in and along the Yadkin river where 
the main line of the Richmond and Danville 
crosses, and that the bridge and trestle are 
down, and that it will take two weeks to get 
it so it will be safe for another train to pass 
over it. 

The present route around through North 
Carolina is ruinous to the railroad. The trains 
ate from fifteen to eighteen hours bebind 
time, there is no provision to feed passengers, 
and very little attention is paid to their wants 
grcomforts between Danville and Charlotte. 

The passengers that arrived here yesterday 
were hung up two hours at Sanford, and three 
hours at Hamlet, and a more disgusted 
and a bitter-humored crowd never were thrown 
together. They were disgusted at the want of 
accommodation on the part of the railroad and 
the want of information on the part of the con- 
ductor. Severalof the passengers are well sat- 
isfied he did not kncw his own name. They 
nearly lost their patience when they found 
him at Hamlet at the hotel eating his dinner, 
when he would not tell them whether they 
would have time to eat or not, and had to de- 
pend entirely on the ambiguous lunch wrapped 
in a dirty paper to satisfy their hunger. There 
Was no water in some of the cars for hours,and 
Jazy train hands were waiting for orders for 
hours. There was no ice during the whole 
day and no effort to get any. 

The feeling’ of the passengers 
was very bitter against the line, and men from 
Mississippi, Texas and Alabama said they 
would let their people know of the treatmént 
they received. :

Bellamy’s ‘‘Looking Backward’’ is a charm- 
ing speculation, but as he himself confesses is 
largely fanciful. In so far as it has any 
scientijg basis it is borrowed from Herbert 
Spencer, but the latter author would repudiate 
the quick work that Bellamy miakes out of his 
theory of social evolutions. As The Boston 
Transcript said inone of the earlier criti- 
éisms of the book: ‘“Thé time alléwed for-his 
marvelous industrial and ‘social transformwna- 
tion is too short by a millennium.”’ ; 

His attempt by historical references to 
strenghten his position is exceedingly futide, 
not to say foolish. Hisinstance of the Frer¢h 
revolution isin point. In its last analysis the 
reign of terror was a bread riot—the free cir- 
culation of grain wasone of the popular de- 
mands and Necker’s issue of  assig- 
nats was intended to relieve the 
pressure. on the masses. Nearly 100 
years have passed by, and yet the French 
peasant is as sorely pressed for substantial food 
as the Scotch crofter or the Irish tenant. | 

So of Italian unification. This politiéal 
aspiration antedates the crusades and 
was the favyorite fancy of Savona- 
rola and é Rienzi, before Lutheran 
reformation. Whether the empire that Vittor 
Emanuel established will survive for another 
half score of years is a difficult problem. 

J ust as the great geological movements are se- 
cularand not cataclysmic, sothe social changes 
that Bellamy predicts will be slow in their de- 
velopment. The coral insect of the south seas 
builds cogtinents andislands by the ‘‘minutest 
accretions of persevering labor,’ and there is no 
short cut or royal road from savagery to an 
Augustan imperialism. 

It follows inevitably that before the Utopia 
which he depicts can possibly materialize, 
there must not only be the downfall of dynas- 
ties, but the death of races. Any conceivable 
world-wide civilization must be preceded by the 
extinction of the millions of China, of a lesser 
number of misshapen African and nomadic 
Indian tribes. The law of the survival of the 
fittest must needs have centuries for its work 
of elimination.

AFTER A BRIEF ILLNESS AN OLD 
CITIZEN PASSES AWAY. 


One of the Pioneers of This Progressive 
City, and One Who Leaves Behind 
Him a Name and Fame. 


Dr. E. J. Roach is dead. 

This announcement will prove a shock to 
the thousands of friends in the city and else- 
where who knew and loved him. 

Only three daysago he was on the streets, 
the picture of health and activity, attending to 
his professional duties. 

At 3:40 o’clock yestorday afternoon he passed 
from life to a deathless eternity. 

He had been a little unwell, but was not 80 
{11 as to be compelled to take his bed until

his system than he or any of his friends sup- 
- a number of eminent physicians were 
called in, and all that medical skill could do 
to alleviate his sufferings was done. 

The tender and loving hands of skillful 
nurses administered to every want; but the 
work of the physicians, the care of the attend- 
ants and the prayers of those who loved him 
were all of no ayail. 

Yesterday morning the fact became known 
that he was in a critical condition, and friends 
flocked to his bedside to offer every possible 
assistance. It wasa pathetic sight to see the 
heads of families of which he had been the 
trusted physician for many long years, hover- 
ing around his couch of suffering and with 
tear-dimmed eyes, murmuring prayers for his 
recovery. 

He lingered until twenty minutes to 4 
o’clock, when he passed peacefully away, sur- 
rounded by his family and the friends who 
had known him so long, and who loved and re- 
spected him so well, 

HIS EARLY LIFE. 

Dr. Roach was born in Somerset county, 
Md., on May ‘th, 1833. 

His father died when he was but eight ycars 
old, and his boyhood was spent in a brave and 
suceessful struggle with the exigencies of 
life. 

After he had graduated asa physician, and 
shortly after attaining his majority, he came to 
this city, in 1854, and since that time has been 
a citizen of Atlanta. 

At the breaking out of the war he was one 
of the first to offer his services, and was elected 
regimental surgeon of the Eighteenth Georgia, 
Colonel Wofford commanding, and accom- 
panied that brave and honored regiment to 
Petersburg, Va., where he participated in 

those campaigns that form the brightest pages 
in the history of southern chivalry. 

He was soon promoted to the position of 
brigade surgeon, which promotion was speedily 
followed by an office of still higher honor and 
trust, that of division surgeon, under General 
Hood. 

After serving faithfully in that capacity for 
many weary months, he marched with the 
army to Gettysburg, and was present during 
that fearful holocaust when the star of the 
confederacy sank in the bloody mist of death 
and disaster. 

- Returning ho was assigned to duty at tho 
Floyd House hospital, in Macon, where he did 
noble service,to which many an old veteran will 
testify, who was compelled to seek refuge within 
the wards of that temporary asylum during 
the last throes of the confederacy. 

HIS OFFICIAL CAREER. 

Dr. Roach, when he first came to Atlanta, 
Was young, sanguine and public-spirited, one 
of those men who are always welcome in a 
young and growing city. 

In 1858 he was elected treasurer of the city 
council, a position which he held with honor 
and crédit until he shouldered his knapsack 
and went forth to serve his country in another 
Capacity. 

After the war he returned to Atlanta, and 
was elected city physician, for the entire city, 
in 1867, which position he filled for three 
years. 

That was before the city was laid off into 
wards, and the onerous duties of his office were 
all performed to the eminent satisfaction of 
the city government and the people at large. 

In 1880 he was elected a member of the legis- 
lature, and Fulton county never had an hon- 
ester or more faithful representative. 

, Previous to that time, in 1872, when the 
board of education was first organized, he was 
elected a member. 

This position he held for eighteen years, and 
just prior to his death he was re-elected for a 
term of six years. He was recently elected 
vice president of the board, and these civic 
honors, heaped upon him, one after. another, 
give some idea of the confidence reposed in 
his ability and trustworthiness by the people of 
Atlanta, with whom he has been identified as 
&u official and a citizen for so long a time. 

HIS DOMESTIC LIFE. 

In 1855, the year after he came to the city, 
he was wedded to Miss Ellen Mitchell, the 
beautiful and accomplished daughter of Hon. 
A. Weldon Mitchell, one of the oldest citizens 
of Atlanta. 

Their wedded life was the realization of a 
perfect dream of domestic happiness. His 
oldest son, Dr. E. W. Roach, has been his 
partner in the practice of his profession for 
Some time. The eldest daughter is Mrs. May 
Colburn, whose home is in Crisfield, Md. 

Miss Aurelia Roach, his second daughter, is 
& teacher in the first grade of the girls’ high 
&chool. Five other children survive him, with 
the bereaved wife and mother, to whom the

HIS SECRET ORDER AFFILIATIONS. 

Dr. Roach was a member of Capital City 

lodge, Independent Order Odd Fellows, and 

ka prominent part in the exercises on Sat- 
urday nightlast. He becam8 a member of 
the order just prior to his leaving Maryland, 
thirty-seven years ago, and was one of the old- 
@st Odd Fellows in the city. 

He was a member of Gate City lodge, Free 
and Accepted Masons, a Royal Arch Mason of 
fifteen years’ standing, and was one of the truest 
and most earnest members of that fraternity 
in the city. 

Besides these, he was a member of the Royal 
Arcanum and of the National Union. 

Dr. Roach has been long a member of the 
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more steadfast or more devoted Christian in 
Atlanta than he. 

The funeral will occur on Saturday. His 
sisterin Philadelphia, and his daughter in 
Maryland, have been telegraphed for, and the 
arrangements for the funeral will not be com- 
pleted antil they are heard from. 

The death of Dr. Roach is a subject of pro- 
found sorrow and regret to those who have 
known him so long, and who appreciate the 
life work of this charitable and enterprising 
— to whose labors the city is due so 
much.

PHOSPHATE BEDS. 


STATE GEOLOGIST SPENCER SsUB- 
MITS HIS FIRST REPORT 


After an Examination of the Beds in 
Thomas County—A High Quality 
of Fertilizer. 

* 


Some time ago Dr. Spencer, the state geolo- 
gist, had his attention drawn to the phosphate 
deposits in Thomas county by Mr. John M. 
McCandless. 

Mr. McCandless had made an analysis of 
the phosphate rock, showing 60 to 85 per cent 
of phosphate of lime. 

Dr. Spencer visited the bed, and yesterday 
made a report concerning them to the state 
geological board. This is the first report sub- 
mitted since the department was re-estab- 
lished. 

Dr. Spencer says: 

In a letter from Mr. J. M. McCandless, dated 
July 25th, my attention was called to the occurrence 
of phosphates in southern Georgia, analysis of 
which showed a high quality. As these were 
probably the first phosphates of importance that 
have been found in Georgia, I deemed it advisable 
to make an examination at the first opportunity, 
in order to ascertain if the deposit justified in- 
vestigation of the belt. Consequently I visited 
the region and now submit my first report, which 
absence, occasioned by other fie'd work, has 
delayed. Ps 

The phosphate bed is bestexposed about three 
miles west of Boston, on the Thomasville road 
and westward, as shown on the accompanying 
Sketch map. At only a few points is the 
deposit of phosphate seen on the  sur- 
face; but a largo number of pits have been 
opened by Mr. Dunwoody Jones. In these open- 
ings the phosphate is found beneath a acpth of 4 
to 10 feet of earth, andagain it appears to pass to 
even greater depths beneath the earthly covering. 
The mineral is in the form of nodules, varying in 
size up to masses of 100 pounds or more. The eolor 
is variable, ranging froin white to yellow brown 
and green. The nodules oftcn make up 
apparently 50 per cent or more of the bed, 
which sometimes reaches a_ thickness of 
over ten feet. In the bed with the mineral flinty 
nodules commonly occur, and eyen the two imnin- 
erals are commingled. The phosphates are under- 
laid by flints, and these rest upon limestone. The 
geological age of these underlying ffints and lime- 
stones is lower miocene. This was determined by 
the fossils which I collected in the rocks, and re- 
ferred to Dr. W. H. Dall, of Washington. The 
phosphates are newer and contain fragments of 
the older shells. In fact, both the flints and phos- 
phaies were once beds of limestone subsequently 
converted into the secondary forms. 
Thus it is found that the geological position of 
the phosphate beds of Thomas county is the same 
as that of some of the Florida deposits. 

The phosphate bedsare lenticular or lie more or 
less in pockets, some of which are of large size. 
Besides those deposits seen, the mineral is said 
to occur along the Ancilla creek and at other 
places and at considerable depths. 

I made several qualitative tests of the ore, but 
havé depended for percentages upon Mr. Mc- 
Candless’ analysis of Mr. Jones’s tamples. The 
reports show bone phosphate up to from 
60 to & per cent. The percentage of clay 
is low, as is also the iror. This can be 
seen in the openings, asthe iron coloration is 
limited, and the clay is npon the surface of the 
nodules andcan be removed by washing, as in 
the case of the Charleston deposits. Water is 
near at hand, 

The depths at which the phosphates can be 
profitably worked varies with the volume. The 
Charleston phosphates have usually a thickness 
of six to fifteen inches, although greater in 
places. Under these conditions they obtain from 
300 to 1,200 tons tothe acre, and can remove from 
eight to tenfeet of earth, aecording to Dr. 
Shepard. Usually 500 tons to the acre are neces- 
sary to pay the expenses. The heaviest Thomas 
county deposits would reach three thousand tons 
to the acre, yet such a yield could 
not be expected to continue over large 
areas, but would he'tp tide over the inevitable 
expense of the poor ground. 

Alilfough the deposit of Thomas 6>unty phos- 
phate is confined in width, there seems no reason 
why it should be limited inlength. The personal 
outlook is sufficient to justify further prospect- 
ingand further development of an industry so 
important to the state. I shall give this question 
of phosphates more attention atan early date as 
the preliminary investigation warrantsit; inorder 
to make known the modes of occurrence and gen- 
eral distribution to the land owners and others 
interested in the prospecting and deyelopment of 
phosphates.

One Granted Yesterday, the Other to Be 
Signed Today. 

John §S. Sconyers, of Emanuel county, isa 
free man now; his life sentence being termi- 
nated by the governor’s pardon. 

His crime was assault with intent to rape. 
He was convicted upon the testimony of a 
womanand her daughter; and it develops 
after the trial and conviction that both are 
common prostitutes. The jurors that found 
Sconyers guilty say in the petition for pardon 
that if the testimony about the character of 
the women had been brought forward on _ his 
trial they would have acquitted him. 

Walter S. Roby, who was convicted of arson 
in ’85, in Jasper county, will probably be par- 
doned by the governor today. Roby was 
charged with burning the barn of Dr. ‘Walker, 
now city physician of Macon. Dr. Walker had 
been exceedingly kind to young Roby. 

Roby was convicted and sentenced for thir- 
teen years. Theo petition in his behalfis a 
very strong one. It is signed by many people 
in Jasper county, where Roby has influential 
and wealthy relatives. The penitentiary au- 
thorities say that his behavior in the camp has 
been exemplary. The guards testify that since 
Roby has been wearing stripes he has developed 
many noble traits of character. Captain J. W. 
English supplements this with a letter saying 
that it is impossible for him to believe that a 
man like young Koby could have committed 
so heinous a& crime.

Putting the Finishing Touches to It--The 
Land Grant Forfeiture Report, 

WasutInGTon, September 11.—The enrolling 
clerks of the senate kept their work on the 
tariff bi!} well up with each day’s proceedings 
of the senate, so that this morning the long 
bill was ready for final compsrison, before be- 
ing sent over tothe house. The work ef ex- 
amining the bill for pessibie errors was coni- 
pleted shortiy after noon, and during the day 
it wil] be signed by President Pro Tem. Ingalls 
and sent tothe house. When it meets tomcer- 
row morning, the. bill, with senate amend- 
ments, will, under the rules of the house, be 
referred without special action to the 
committes on ways and means, as 
was done when the silver bill was 
referred to the coinage committee. A meeting 
of the ways and means committee will bo 
calied for the earliest date practicable, and 
unless some unexpected obstacle is encouut- 
ered on part of the demecratic members of the 
committee the bill will be reported back to the 
house, with the committee’s recommendations, 


not later than Monday or Tuesday. The com- | 


mittee’s recommendation, it is predicted, will 

be that the house agree to suchlof the senate 

amendments as are merely verbal and do not 

change the rates, and that as respects those 
menudments which do increase or reduce rates 

in the bill as sent to the senate, the house non- 
oncurs and agrees to the conferenee asked by 
he senate. 

Meanwhile, although the bill is not yet in 
conference, the republican members of the 
somiittee are quietly examining the senate 
amendments with a view to expediting their 
lisposition in conference. 

THE LAND GRANT FORFEITURE REPORT. 

The main proposition in the report is con- 
tained in the first section, as follows: 

That there is hereby forfeited to the United 
States, and the United States hereby resemes title 
thereto, all laws heretofore granted to any state 
or to any corporation to aid in the construction of 
a railroad opposite to and coterminus with the 
position of any such railroad not now completed 
and in operation, for the construction or benefit of 
which such lands were cranted; and all such lands 

‘to be declared to be part of the public domain; 
abe led, that thisact shall not be construed as 

orfciting the right of way or station grounds of 
any railroad company heretofore granted. 

Mr. Morgan opposed the report as a log- 
rolling scheme, gotten up for the benefit of all 
land-grant roads. He said that while the first 
section professed to be a forfeiture, all the 
other sections related to separate railroads, 
and exempted them from the operation of the 
forfeiture section or else secured to them cer- 
tain pecuniary advantages. It could scarcely 
be said that there was any land forfeited by 
the bill to the governmentin consequence of 
the failure of railroads to comply with the 
terms of the original grants. The most that 
could be said of it was thata few small rail- 
roads that had not friends enough in the 
two houses to stand up for them, and hold up 
their hands were to be crucified for the sake of 
glossing over and varnishing the false pretense 
of general forfeiture. 

After speaking for over four hours, Mr. 
Morgan said that he knew that the questions 


Ife had wished to erect a headstone over the 
graves of the rightsof the people on the line 
of the Northern Pacific, so that the historic 
record might be read hereafter. He had 
wanted to remind the people. of 
the United States of the vast rob- 
bery perpetrated by the company and 
which was now sanctioned, wound up and 
brought to a conclusion by the bill.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September 11.—The stock market 
today was unusually active, sales of listed stocks 
reaching 257,533 shares, and in the unlisted de- 
partment 43,957. But the increased business was 
obtained at the expense of valuesin all portions 
of the list, and material }osses were suffered in 
ali active shares. There was today an undoubted 
full Equidation of small marginal accounts, for 
which the only inducement was scarcity and high 
rates exacted for money, and for shifting of loans, 
occasioned by the selling in of money loaned at 
lower rates, brought considerable long stock on 
the market. At the same time the bears were again 
very prominent in getting prices down, and made 
a special point of the poor showing of the govern- 
ment crop report, and granger stocks did not suf- 
fer to a marked extent, but not more than the 
other stocks,which are not to beaffected to such an 
extent by a scarcity of corn and wheat to haul. The 
stocks also which scored the greatest decline were 
Chicago Gas, Sugar Refineries and North Amer- 
ican, which could in no way be affected by those 
considerations. The money market was undoubt- 
edly a great disappointment, to the smaller bulls 
at least, andthe rate on call having gotten up to 
14 per cent per diom and interest, notwithstand- 
iny all efforts of the treasury department for its 
relief, liquidation became general. The presenta- 
tion of bonds at the sub-treasury for prepayment 
of interest was very large, interest being paid 
upon $25,000,000 registered bonds, while $32,000 
was paid on coupons $241,000 44% per cents were 
redeemed. Thislatein the day again restored 
something like confidence, but it failed to cause a 
rally of anything like the proportions of previous 
declines. The suddenness of the advance in rates 
for call loans gave rise to many accusations of 
manipulation, which were directed at several dif- 
ferent points, but there is no real proof of any- 
thing of the kind. Early London quotations were 
all materially lower, and our market responded 
with declines of from \ to 5 per cent at the open- 
ing. The pressure upon the list was steady, but 
little progress was made during the forenoon, and 
the business done was moderate. After that time, 
however, special attention was given Chicago Gas 
and Sugar Refineries, and each of them was 
quickly let off 6 per cent on extremely large trans- 
actions. The recent supposed arrangement be- 
tween the city authorities and the company was 
denied, and an opposition company, which would 
furnish gas at 50 cents per 1,000 feet, was said to 
be ready for business. At the same time the ma- 
nipulation of both these properties was most ap- 
parent, but the rapid declines had their effect 
upon the rest of the market and everything fell 
away materially, reaching the lowest point to- 
ward 2 o’clock p.m. Extreme activity then died 
away and prices recovered slowly, and leaders rose 
about 1%, per cent. While the improvement in 
others was confined to fractional amounts only, 
North American was one of the features, and, 
with the other two stocks mentioned, was rattled 
_ off 3 per cent, rallying only a fraction. Declines, 
nowever, extended right through the list, the 
- pears being most impartialin their favors. The

NEW YORK, September 11—[S8peocia!}—The course 
of the cotton market today har been a genuine 
surprise. Reflection over night seemed to con- 
vince the majority of operators that, though the 
bureau report was a disappointment to the more 
sanguine bulls, it was not to be regarded as a bear 
argument; and that in consequence the indicated 
supply was barely more than 7,300,000 bales, and 
not in excess of the probable consumption. The 
result is, that though Liverpool opened 4 points 
lower and receipts continue very heavy, this mar- 
ket has been very steady the entire day and closes 
firm at top prices. The southern markets are in the 
main steady, although Savannah and Norfolk are 
1-16c lower. The atock in New York continues very 
light, and spot quotations here have been advanced 
again today to 1011-16c. Higher pricés seem prob- 
able tomorrow unless Liverpool is very disappolnt- 
ing. Crop accounts continue in an unfavorable 
strain.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 


Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, September 11—Wheat—Active trad- 
ing, market excited and the closing 4c higher than 
yesterday. The opening was very unsettled and 
greatly excited with sales yarying 4@lic in differ- 
ent parts of the crowd, and ranged 2a@dc higher 
than yesterday's closing, followed by a further ad- 
vance of 1@1*4¢, or to 10654 for December and 110% 
for May, or some 6144a6'9c above inside figures 
touched Tuesday. Later the market eased off, de- 
clining 4,@%o, held firm and closed about 4c 
higher. The advance was attributed to the gov- 
ernment report. The report, while expected to 
show a further decrease, proved rather a surprise 
to the most sanguine bulls. It was generally sup- 
posed that spring wheat would show a lower aver- 
age, but this was hardly looked for in winter 
wheat, and the decline in both makes a reduction 
in the total crop of about 19 million bushels as 
compared with the August report. Trading was 
very heavy, both on outside and local account, and 
everybody wanted to buy at the start. Shorts coyv- 
ered freely with heavy realizing on the top. Onjthe 
way up offerings were not heavy, and the short 
interest experienced some difficulty in executing 
their orders without bidding the market up. Some 
large lines were covered. 

Corn was active and excited most of the session, 
price changes being sharp and frequent within an 
irregular range. The feeling developed was much 
stronger and higher prices the rule on all futures, 
due almost exclusively to the government report. 
The first trades were at 1@2c advance without 
much being offered, and under active buying from 
shorts and for investment another bulge of ic 
immediately followed. There was free realizing 
by local longs around Sic, and prices receded %c, 
rallied, selling up 1%c, ruled steady and closed 
with a gain of 8!;@4c. Business was almost en- 
tirely in May, and several large short lines were 
covered. Reported cold weather in the Canadian 
northwest helped the advance. 

Oats —~An active business was transacted at a 
decidedly higher range of prices.
